Household  Recipes 


Chicken  Sarmas.— Take  a  cupful  of 
finely    minced    uncooked    chicken     and 

add  to  it  half  a  cupful  of  raw  rice,  half 
a  teaspooirful  of  salt,  the  same  of  onion 
juice  and  a  shake  of  cayenne.  Scald  a 
dozen  grape  leaves  till  they  are  well 
wilted.  If  these  are  not  procurable 
blanched  lettuce  or  cabbage  leaves  will 
answer.  Divide  the  chicken  mixture 
into  ten  or  twelve  parts  and  roll  each 
in  a  leaf,  making  small  oval  balls,  then 
tie  the  ends;  stew  half  an  hour  in  just 
enough  water  to  keep  them  from 
browning;  serve  hot,  with  strings  re- 
moved. 

Blackberry  Ice  Cream.— Stir  one 
level  tablespoonful  of  corn-starch,  mix- 
ed with  a  cup  of  sugar,  into  a  quart  of 
scalded  milk.  Cook  and  stir  until  the 
mixture  thickens,  then,  occasionally, 
for  15  minutes.  The  mixture  will  be 
about  as  thick  as  thin  cream.  Add  a 
cup  of  double  cream,  and,  when  cold, 
freeze  to  a  mush.  A  tablespoonful  of 
lemon  extract  may  be  added  before 
freezing.  Crush  a  basket  of  ripe  juicy 
blackberries,  and  press  through  a  puree 
sieve  or  a  piece  of  coarse  cheese-cloth, 
to  remove  the  seeds.  Mix  the  pulpy 
juice,  of  which  there  should  be  a  pint, 
with  a  cup  of  sugar,  and  set  on  the  ice, 
to  become  chilled.  Then  add  to  the 
half  frozen  mixture,  and  finish  the 
freezing.  Let  stand  an  hour  or  more, 
to  ripen.— Boston  Cooking  School  Mag- 
azine. 

.  Mousse  de  Jambon.- Mince  and 
then  pound  finely  four  ounces  of  lean 
ham,  seasoning  this  to  taste  with  a 
little  coralline  pepper  and  a  dash  of 
nutmeg  (if  liked):  now,  to  one  and  a 
half  gills  of  thick  bechamel  sauce 
(made  with  one  ounce  each  of  butter 
and  fine  flour  and  a  full  gill  of  milk) 
stir  in,  off  the  fire,  the  pounded  ham, 
and  when  this  has  all  somewhat  cool- 
ed, stir  in  the  yolks  of  four  eggs,  beat- 
ing each  well  in  before  adding  the 
next;  then  lastly  stir  in  the  stifliy 
whipped  whites  of  the  eggs,  or  the 
whites  of  two,  and  two  good  table- 
spoonfuls  of  stiffly  whipped  cream; 
pour  it  into  a  well  buttered  mould, 
cover  with  a  buttered  paper  and  steam 
for  about  half  an  hour  very  gently, 
then  turn  out  carefully,  as  from  its 
light  texture,  the  mousse  is  very  apt 
to  break.  Some  cooks  use  the  eggs 
whole,  instead  of  the  yolks  only,  add- 
ing in  at  the  last  as  many  spoonfuls 
of  whipped  cream  as  they  have  used 
eggs.  For  a  cold  mousse,  try  this: 
Pound  eight  ounces  of  ham  very  finely, 
then  sieve  it,  working  it  through  a  gill 
of  rich  sauce  (white  or  brown),  now 
add  to  this  puree  a  gill  of  good  strong 
unclarified  stock,  and  whisk  it  all  wen 
together,  then  add  half  a  gill  of  whip- 
ped cream,  and  whisk  this  also  well 
into  the  mixture.  Line  a  plain  mould 
with  aspic  jelly,  and  fill  up  with  the 
ham  puree,  run  a  little  more  aspic 
over  the  ton,  and  leave  it  on  ice  till 
set,  when  it  is  turned  out  and  served 
with  any  garnish  to  taste. 


Cherry  Julep — Bruise  a  sprig  of 
spearmint  in  each  glass,  add  one  or 
more  tablespoonfuls  of  cherry  syrup 
and  fill  the  glass  two-thirds  full  with 
cold    water. 

Ginger  Punch — One  quart  of  cold 
water,  one  cupful  of  sugar,  a  quarter 
of  a  pound  of  Canton  ginger  and  a 
half  cupful  of  orange  juice.  Put  the 
water  and  sugar  on  to  boil  in  a  porce- 
lain sauce-pan,  add  the  ginger  broken 
up  in  small  pieces  and  cook  15  min- 
utes; remove  from  the  fire  and  add  the 
fruit  juice;  strain  and  "cool;  pour  over 
cracked  ice  in  glasses. 

English  Sandwiches — To  make 
the  preserve  for  these  sandwiches  re- 
move the  top  and  stems  from  five 
pounds  of  gooseberries,  seed  two 
pounds  of  raisins  and  chop  all  together 
very  fine.  Add  four  pounds  of  sugar, 
the  grated  rind  and  juice  of  three 
oranges.  Cook  slowly  one  hour,  then 
turn  into  glasses.  Cover  with  melted 
paraffin.  To  use  spread  on  buttered 
bread. 

Baked  Hominy  with  Knts — To 
two  cupfuls  of  well-cooked  hominy 
add  one  cupful  of  chopped  nut  meats, 
any  preferred  kind,  hickory  nuts,  pea- 
nuts or  English  walnuts  may  be  used. 
Beat  two  eggs  and  add  milk  to  make 
the  mixture  a  stiff  batter.  Season  with 
salt  and  pepper  (salt  should  have  been 
added  to  the  hominy  when  it  was  cook- 
ed), a  teaspoon  and  a  half  of  salt,  a 
saltspoonful  of  pepper.  Bake  in  a  mod- 
erate oven  half  an  hour.  Rice,  corn  or 
wheat  may  be  used  in  place  of  the 
hominy. 

Princess  Asparagus  Soup. — Bring 
to  a  boil  three  pints  of  clear  unseason- 
ed chicken  broth.  Rub  to  a  paste  two 
ounces  of  butter  and  two  tablespoon- 
fuls of  flour  and  stir  it  into  the  broth, 
then  let  it  boil  10  minutes;  add  a  can 
of  asparagus  and  boil  half  an  hour:  re- 
move from  the  fire  and  stir  in  a  cupful 
of  hot  cream,  one  and  a  half  teaspoon- 
fuls  of  salt  and  a  saltspoonful  of  pep- 
per. Pass  the  whole  through  a  fine 
soup  strainer  into  the  tureen.  In  the 
meantime  parboil  in  salted  water  a 
cupful  of  Italian  pates  for  10  minutes; 
skim  out  into  the  tureen  before  turn- 
ing the  soup  in;  serve. 

Delmonico  Cream  Boll  Pota- 
toes.—Pare  potatoes,  and  cut  them 
into  bits,  the  size  of  a  pea.  Keep  them 
in  cold  water  until  all  are  ready.  For 
each  scant  pint  of  potatoes,  make  a 
pint  of  white  sauce,  seasoning  with 
onion  juice  or  celery  salt.  Stir  the  po- 
tatoes into  the  hot  sauce,  turn  into  a 
well-buttered  agate  saute  pan,  and 
cook  in  the  oven,  until  the  potatoes  are 
tender  and  the  sauce  is  absorbed,  with 
the  exception  of  just  enough  to  hold 
the  bits  of  potato  together.  Fold  one 
part  over  the  other  as  an  omelet,  and 
turn  on  to  a  hot  dish.  The  potatoes 
should  not  brown  above  or  below.  If 
necessary,  set  them  on  the  grate  and 
cover  the  pan. 
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German  Soup — Soak  over  night  one 
teacup  of  carefully  cleaned  pearl  bar- 
ley. In  the  morning  drain,  cover  with 
three  pints  of  hot  water,  add  one  tea- 
cup of  seeded  raisins,  oue  teacup  of 
sugar  and  the  juice  and  grated  rind 
of  one  orange.  Add  one-half  teaspoon 
of  salt,  and  let  simmer  until  luncheon. 
Serve  cold  if  day  is  hot. 

Oatmeal  Cookies.- Mix  while  dry 
three  cups  of  rolled  oats,  two  cups  of 
Hour  and  one  cup  of  sugar;  then  rub  in 
one-half  cup  of  butter.  Dissolve  one- 
half  teaspoonful  of  soda  in  one-half 
cup  of  boiling  water  and  stir  into  the 
dry  mixture.  It  will  seem  very  dry 
but  do  not  add  more  liquid.  Roll  very 
thin,  cut  into  desired  shape  and  bake 
in  a  quick  oven. 

Cheese  Drops. — Put  six  tablespoon- 
fuls  of  boiling  water  in  a  small  pan; 
when  boiling  add  half  a  level  table- 
spoonful  of  butter  and  four  level  table- 
spoonfuls  of  flour;  one  and  one-half 
eggs,  unbeaten;  add  one,  then  beat 
well,  then  the  half  and  beat  well;  drop 
from  a  spoon  on  a  buttered  pan,  brush 
with  egg  and  sprinkle  well  with  grated 
cheese  and  a  little  cayenne;  bake  in  a 
rather  quick  oven  for  about  15  minutes. 

Moist  Clioeolate  Cake — Cream 
half  a  cup  of  butter,  add  gradually  a 
cup  and  a  half  of  sugar,  then  the  beat- 
en yolks  of  four  eggs  and  four  ounces 
of  chocolate,  melted  over  hot  water 
and  mixed  with  five  tablespoonfuls  of 
hoi  water.  Add  half  a  cup  of  milk, 
alternately,  with  one  cup  and  three- 
fourths  of  flour,  sifted  with  two  level 
teaspoonfuls  of  baking  powder  and  a 
teaspoonful  of  cinnamon,  and  lastly 
one  teaspoonful  of  vanilla  and  the 
whites  of  four  eggs,  beaten  dry.  Bake 
in  a  sheet  about  40  minutes. 

Apricot  Padding.— Line  a  pudding 
dish  with  butter  and  dust  with  cracker 
crumbs.  Put  a  row  of  peaches  or  apri- 
cots at  the  bottom.  Take  the  yolks  and 
whites  of  four  eggs,  beaten  together, 
with  a  cup  of  powdered  sugar  in  a 
double  boiler,  with  the  water  under- 
neath warm  'out  not  boiling.  Beat  in 
one  egg  at  a  time,  allowing  20  minutes 
for  the  beating.  Add  a  cup  of  flour 
and  the  juice  of  a  lime  or  lemon,  one 
teaspoon  of  vanilla  and  a  pinch  of  salt. 
Pour  this  mixture  over  the  apricots, 
and  bake  three-quarters  of  an  hour  in  a 
moderate  oven. 

Ambrosia  for  a  Wedding 
Breakfast.— Four  navel  oranges,  four 
bananas,  one  pineapple,  one  grated  co- 
coanut,  one  quart  of  the  finest  selected 
strawberries,  one  and  a  half  pints  of 
powdered  sugar,  one  pint  of  cham- 
pagne, natural  orange  leaves  and  blos- 
soms for  garniture.  Soak  the  pineapple 
(sliced)  In  the  champagne  long  enough 
for  the  fruit  to  take  up  the  flavor  of 
the  wine.  Cut  the  oranges  and  pine- 
apple in  small  pieces  and  the  bananas 
crosswise  and  place  in  alternate  layers, 
beginning  with  the  pineapples,  then 
the  oranges  and  the  bananas,  scatter- 
ing the  strawberries  so  that  they  will 
show  prettily  here  and  there.  Sprinkle 
the   sugar   between   the   layers.    Cover 


thickly  with  the  grated  cocoanut  and 
place  near  ice  for  an  hour.  Serve  in 
an  ornamental  glass  dish  with  the 
liquor  in  which  the  pineapple  was  laid. 
Garnish  with  the  orange  leaves  and 
blossoms. 

Green  Fox  Grape  Jelly — This  is 
one  of  the  preserves  put  up  in  August. 
It  is  a  pale  green  in  color  and  a  fine 
acid  in  flavor.  It  is  made  of  the  North- 
ern fox  grape.  This  fruit  grows  freely 
throughout  New  England  and  the 
North.  The  vine  is  a  large  one,  and  it 
is  from  this  species  that  the  Isabella, 
Concord  and  Catawba  grape  have 
sprung.  Its  use  in  jellies  dates  rom 
old  Colonial  days,  wnen  this  wild  vine 
grew  abundantly  everywhere,  but  now 
is  rare  in  comparison  with  the  summer 
grape  and  the  useless  frost  grape, 
which  have  never  proved  valuable  in 
cookery,  and  from  which  no  improved 
species  have  ever  arisen.  This  North- 
ern grape  should  be  picked  when  it  is 
about  to  turn.  It  is  possible  to  make 
a  fair  green  grape  jelly  from  Concords, 
but  no  jelly  is  so  delicious  as  that 
made  from  the  wild  native  fruit.  Pick 
the  grapes  from  the  stem.  Lay  them 
in  a  large  preserving  kettle,  with  a  lit- 
tle water  in  the  bottom  to  prevent 
them  from  burning.  When  they  begin 
to  cook  stir  and  mash  them  a  little 
with  the  back  of  a  wooden  spoon. 
When  they  have  cooked  well  for  half 
an  hour  lay  a  large  piece  of  clean 
linen  or  cheese-cloth  over  a  colander 
set  in  the  mouth  of  an  earthen)  jar 
and  dip  out  the  hot  grapes  and  their 
juice  on  this  strainer,  letting  the  juice 
run  through  into  the  stone  pot.  Do  not 
exert  much  pressure,  but  allow  the 
weight  of  the  grapes  to  press  out  the 
juice.  When  the  juice  ceases  to  drip 
from  the  strainer  measure  it  carefully. 
Allow  as  many  pounds  of  granulated 
sugar  as  there  are  pints  of  juice.  Wash 
out  the  porcelain  lined  preserving  ket- 
tle carefully  and  put  the  juice  in  it. 
At  the  same  time  set  the  sugar  in  a 
milk  pan  in  the  oven  to  become  heated. 
After  the  juice  begins  to  boil  vigorous- 
ly, mark  the  time,  and  when  it  ha,s 
boiled  hard  20  minutes  add  the  hot 
sugar,  which  will  dissolve  almost  in- 
stantly. Have  a  sufficient  number  of 
tumblers  ready  standing  in  an  inch  of 
boiling  water  in  a  pan  on  the  stove. 
Begin  filing  these  tumblers  with  the 
juice  as  soon  as  it  is  ready.  The  jelly 
may  be  a  trifle  clearer  If  it  Is  strained 
again  when  it  is  put  in  the  tumblers. 
It  should  form  as  soon  as  the  sugar  is 
stirred  in  and  will  require  no  longer 
cooking  unless  too  much  water  is  add- 
ed when  the  grapes  are  first  put  over. 

The  Jelly  from  green  grapes  forms 
much  more  readily  than  that  made 
from  ripe  grapes.  When  the  jelly  has 
stood  in  the  tumblers  for  at  least  three 
days  cover  It  with  round  layers  of  white 
note  paper  dipped  in  brandy,  and  then 
put  on  the  permanent  covers  with  a 
layer  of  parafflne  paper  between  them 
if  there  is  any  danger  of  mould  in  the 
cellar  or  preserving  closet.  This  pale 
jelly  is  a  delicious  acid  and  excellent 
for  Jelly  cake  or  to  serve  on  the  table 
with  roast  meats.

Melon  Tartlets.— Prepare  and  bake 
a  number  of  tartlet  shells;  till  each 
shell  with  some  of  the  melon  compote, 
cutting  the  fruit  into  dice.  Whip  some 
thick  cream  to  a  solid  froth,  sligiitiy 
sweeten  it  and  flavor  with  a  very  little 
wine.  Heap  this  over  each  tartlet  and 
serve. 

Apple  Pudding  with  Rice.— Six 
sour  apples,  one  cup  cold  boiled  rice, 
one  pint  niiik,  one  cup  sugar,  the  juice 
and  rind  of  one  lemon,  and  yolks  of 
four  eggs.  Core  and  chop  the  apples; 
add  the  boiled  rice  and  milk,  beat  tne 
lumps  out,  add  the  other  ingredients 
and  bake,  Beat  the  whites  of  the  four 
eggs  witn  a  little  sugar,  spread  on  top 
ana   brown. 

Cantaloupe  Sherbet.— Open,  clean 
and  take  the  pulp  from  several  spicy 
cantaloupes.  Mash  to  a  pulp  and 
measure.  To  one  quart  allow  one  pound 
of  sugar  and  one  pint  of  water.  Boil 
together  the  sugar  and  water  for  a 
moment,  set  away  till  cold,  then  mix 
with  the  melon  pulp.  Tint  a  very  faint 
pink.  Turn  into  a  packed  freezer  and 
turn  the  crank  slowly  till  partly  froz- 
en. Add  the  white  of  an  egg  whipped 
with  one  tablespoouful  of  pulverized 
sugar  to  a  stiff  froth.  Finish  the  freez- 
ing, and  when  very  firm  and  hard  re- 
move the  dasher,  repack  the  freezer 
and  put  in  a  cold  place  for  two  hours. 

Omar  Kliaynm  Salad. — Lettuce, 
watercress,  tomatoes  and  celery  are 
the  ingredients  of  this  delicious  salad. 
Wash  all  thoroughly  and  put  in  the  ice 
box  for  some  time  before  preparing. 
Skin  two  large  tomatoes  and  cut  in 
blocks,  chop  the  celery  (one-half  cup- 
ful; may  be  omitted  this'  time  of  the 
year),  cut  up  a  small  bunch  of  cress 
and  shred  one  small  head  of  lettuce. 
Take  the  yolk  of  a  hard  boiled  egg,  a 
tablespoouful,  of  rich  milk  or  cream,  a 
teaspoonful  o'f  chutney,  mix  well,  add 
a  saitspoonful  of  salt  and  half  a  salt- 
spoonful  of  pepper.  Beat  all  until  per- 
fectly smooth,  then  pour  over  the 
salad;  season  tomatoes  and  celery  sep- 
arately, each  with  one  saltspoonful  of 
salt. 

Bomhe  Glace  with  Canned  Ber- 
ries— Without  a  syrup  gauge,  it  is  a 
rather  difficult  matter  to  know  when  a 
fruit  syrup  mixture  is  of  the  proper 
density  or  sweetness,  especially  if 
made  of  canned  or  preserved  fruit. 
After  a  cup  of  sugar  has  been  added  to 
the  berries  in  a  quart  can  about  three 
cups  of  liquid  can  be  drained  from  the 
same.  In  such  case  try  adding  to  this 
three  cups  of  water  and  a  cup  and  a 
half  of  sugar  with  the  juice  of  a  lemon. 
It  is  preferable  to  boil  the  sugar  and 
water  together  5  minutes,  but  this 
cooking  may  be  omitted.  With  this 
formula  as  a  guide,  the  right  propor- 
tions of  sugar  and  water  can  be  work- 
ed out  perfectly  after  one  or  two  trials. 
To  make  the  charlotte  russe  tilling  for 
the  centre  of  a  three-pint  bombe,  beat 
the  white  of  one  egg  until  dry,  fold 
into  this  one-third  a  cup  of  sugar,  and 
also  flavoring,  then  fold  this  mixture 
into  a  cup  of  double  cream  beaten  until 
solid. 


Indian  Rose  Water  Coffee It  is 

said  the  Indian  chef  probably  prepares 
coffee  in  more  different  ways  than  any 
other.  This  may  be  prepared  in  aii 
American  kitchen.  Use  the  best  coffee, 
not  too  much  roasted,  ground  tine.  To 
four  cupfuls  of  freshly  boiled  water 
add  eight  heaping  teaspoonfuls  of  cof- 
fee. Stir  until  the  coffee  boils  up, 
stand  aside  to  settle  a  few  minutes, 
and  add  three  teaspoonfuls  of  pure 
rose  water.  Serve  in  small  cups  with 
sugar,   but  no  cream. 

Timbales   of   Spinach  and   Peas. 

—Five  cents'  worth  of  spinach  cooked 
in  an  open  pot,  with  a  pinch  of  soda  in 
the  water;  5  cents'  worth  of  green 
peas  cooked  in  an  open  pot  witn  a 
pinch  of  soda.  When  done,  strain 
through  a  hair  sieve.  Add  three  slices 
of  stale  soaked  milk  bread,  crust  re- 
moved. Add  salt,  pepper  and  paprika, 
and  the  yolks  of  four  eggs  well  beat- 
en. The  whites  well  beaten  are  then 
folded  in.  Butter  timbale  molds,  till 
two-thirds  with  the  mixture,  and  bake 
-  25  minutes  in  a  pan  of  boiling  water. 

Dried  Apple  Cake.— Two  cups  of 
syrup  or  molasses,  three  cups  of  dried 
apples,  one  cup  of  butter,  one  cup  of 
sugar,  one  cup  of  sour  milk,  one  tea- 
spoon of  soda,  four  eggs,  four  cups  of 
flour,  one  cup  of  currants  (or  more), 
one  cup  of  raisins  (or  more),  one  tea- 
spoon of  cloves,  one  cup  of  cinnamon, 
,oue  nutmeg,  two  teaspoons  of  yeast 
powder.  Soak  apples  in  as  little  water 
as  possible  over  night;  in  the  morning 
chop  fine  and  boil  one-half  hour  in  mo- 
lasses. When  cold,  add  butter,  sugar 
and  milk  with  soda  dissolved,  eggs, 
flour,   fruit,   spices  and  yeast   powder 

Indian  Pilau — Fry  an  onion  in  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  butter,  add  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  curry  powder  and  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  stock.  If  there  is  no 
stock  on  hand  make  the  required  quan- 
tity by  mixing  a  half  teaspoonful  of 
beef  extract  with  two  tablespoonfuls 
of  water,  or  use  milk  instead.  Cover 
the  pan  and  simmer  gently  for  20  min- 
utes. Boil  half  a  cup  of  rice  in  two 
quarts  of  salted  water,  drain  it  thor- 
oughly in  a  colander,  add  to  the  curry 
sauce.  Set  the  saucepan  uncovered 
over  boiling  water,  allow  the  contents 
to  slowly  steam  for  10  minutes  and 
serve. 

Raisin  Ice  Cream — Take  half  a 
pound  of  seeded  raisins  and  boil  them 
gently  for  15  minutes  in  a  pint  of  milk 
with  a  small  bit  of  cinnamon.  Blanch 
one-fourth  pound  of  almonds  and 
pound  fine  iu  a  mortar  with  a  few 
drops  of  rose  water.  Slice  thin  two 
ounces  each  of  preserved  ginger  and 
citron.  Beat  the  yolks  of  four  eggs  to 
a  cream  with  one-half  pound  of  sugar. 
Strain  the  raisins  and  cinnamon  from 
the  milk  (these  can  afterward  be  used 
in  pudding),  return  the  milk  to  the  fire 
and  stir  while  the  eggs  and  sugar  are 
being  added  to  it  and  it  begins  to 
thicken,  then  remove  and  when  cold 
add  the  other  ingredients  with  a  quart 
of  sweetened  cream ;  freeze  in  the  usual 
manner  and  serve  in  custard  glasses. 
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Household  Hygiene 


To  Cure  Sore  Nipples.— Buy  one- 
half  pound  of  boric  acid  powder,  and 
make  a  solution  to  wash  the  nipples 
before  and  after  each  nursing  by  add- 
ing one  teaspoonful  of  the  powder  to 
a  pint  of  hot  boiled  water.  Keep  the 
nipples  well  anointed  with  olive  oil  be- 
tween nursings.  Apply  a  saturate  so- 
lution of  alum  once  a  day  to  the  nip- 
ples, being  sure  that  you  get  it  into  all 
of  the  cracks.  Wash  the  nipples  off 
carefully  before  allowing  the  child  to 
nurse  after  having  applied  it.  Keep 
the  child's  mouth  clean  with  the  boric 
acid  solution. 

Home    Treatment    for    Worms 

Give  a  rectal  injection  of  tepid  water 
and  salt  in  the  proportion  of  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  salt  to  one  pint  of 
water.  First  wash  out  the  bowel  by 
injecting  warm  soapy  water  (after  this 
is  evacuated  inject  the  salt  water  solu- 
tion). The  quantity  of  fluid  to  inject 
into  the  rectum  varies  according  to  the 
age  of  the  patient.  The  following 
table  will  be  helpful: 

For  an  infant,  Y2  ounce  to  1  ounce. 

Child,  2  to  5  years  of  age,  2  to  6 
ounces. 

Five  to  15  years,  6  ounces  to  a  pint. 

Adults,  1  pint  to  1  quart. 

Lemons  as  a  Medicine. — Lemon 
juice,  sweetened  with  loaf  or  crushed 
sugar,   will  relieve  a  cough. 

For  feverishness  and  unnatural 
thirst  soften  a  lemon  by  rolling  on  a 
hard  surface,  cut  off  the  top,  add  sugar 
and  work  it  down  into  the  lemon  with 
a  fork,  then  suck  it  slowly. 

During  the  warm  months  a  sense  of 
coolness,  comfort  and  invigoration  can 
be  produced  by  a  free  use  of  lemonade. 

For  six  large  glasses  of  lemonade 
use  six  large,  juicy  lemons;  roll  on  a 
hard  surface,  so  that  the  juice  can  be 
easily  extracted.  Peel  and  slice.  Add 
sufficient  sugar  to  sweeten,  and  stir  it 
well  into  the  juice  before  adding  the 
water. 

Hot  lemonade  will  break  up  a  cold  if 
taken  at  the  start.  Make  it  the  same 
as  cold  lemonade,  only  use  boiling- 
water  instead  of  cold  water,  and  use 
about  one-half  as  much  sugar. 

A  piece  of  lemon,  or  stale  bread 
moistened  with  lemon  juice,  bound  on 
a  corn  will  cure  it.  Renew  night  and 
morning.  The  flrst  application  will 
produce  soreness,  but  if  treatment  is 
persisted  in  for  a  reasonable  length  of 
time  a  cure  will  be  effected. 

The  discomfort  caused  by  sore  and 
tender  feet  may  be  lessened,  if  not  en- 
tirely cured,  by  applying  slices  of 
lemon  on  the  feet. 

To  cure  chilblains  take  a  piece  of 
lemon,  sprinkle  fine  salt  over  it  and 
rub  the  feet  well.   Repeat  if  necessary. 

Lemon  juice  will  relieve  roughness 
and  vegetable  stains  on  the  hands. 
After  having  the  hands  in  soap  suds 
rub  them  with  a  piece  of  lemon.  That 
will  prevent  chapping  and  make  the 
hands   soft   and   white. 


When  to  Begin  Giving  a  Child 
Solid  Food.— Keep  the  baby  on  bot- 
tle milk  until  the  eighteenth  month  if 
he  continues  to  thrive  on  it.  Then 
gradually  substitute  the  following  die- 
tary, which  may  be  continued  until 
the  fourth  year,  adding  a  few  more 
vegetables  in  the  third  year. 

First  meal,  7  A.  M.— A  cupful  of  new 
milk,  the  yolk  of  an  egg  lightly  boiled, 
two  thin  slices  of  bread  and  butter. 

11  A.  M.— A  cupful  of  milk  with  a 
cracker. 

2  P.  M. — A  cupful  of  either  beef  tea, 
mutton  or  chicken  broth,  a  thin  slice 
of  stale  bread,  boiled  rice  and  milk,  a 
tablespoonful   of   boiled   spinach. 

6.30  P.  M.— A  cupful  of  milk  with 
bread   and   butter. 

On  alternate  days:  7  A.  M.— A  tea- 
cupful  of  new  milk,  two  tablespoon- 
fuls of  oatmeal  (thoroughly  cooked)  or 
wheaten   grits,   with  sugar  and  cream. 

11  A.  M.— A  teacupful  of  milk  with  a 
slice  of  bread  and  butter. 

2  I*.  M.—  Bread  and  butter,  mashed 
potato,  moistened  with  plaiu  dish 
gravy— one  tablespoonful  of  underdone 
mutton  pounded  to  paste;  a  saucer  of 
junket. 

6.30  P.  M.— A  cupful  of  milk,  a  slice 
of  soft  milk  toast  or  a  slice  or  two  of 
bread  and  butter. 

The  Medicinal  Value  of  Apples. 

— Chemically  the  apple  is  composed  of 
vegetable  fibre,  albumen,  sugar,  gum, 
chlorophyll,  malic  acid,  gallic  acid, 
lime  and  much  water.  Furthermore, 
the  apple  contains  a  larger  percentage 
of  phosphorus  than  any  other  fruit 
or  vegetable.  This  phosphorus,  says 
the  Family  Doctor,  is  admirably  adapt- 
ed for  renewing  the  essential  nervous 
matter,  lethicin,  of  the  brain  and 
spinal  cord.  It  is  perhaps  for  the  same 
reason,  rudely  understood,  that  old 
Scandinavian  traditions  represent  the 
apple  as  the  food  of  the  gods,  who 
when  they  felt  themselves  to  be  grow- 
ing feeble  and  infirm  resorted  to  this 
fruit  for  renewing  their  powers  of 
mind  and  body.  Also  the  acids  of  the 
apple  are  of  great  use  for  men  of 
sedentary  habits,  whose  livers  are 
sluggish  In  action,  these  acids  serving 
to  eliminate  from  the  body  noxious 
matters,  which  if  retained  would  make 
the  brain  heavy  and  dull,  or  bring 
about  jaundice  or  skin  eruptions  and 
other  allied  troubles.  Some  such  ex- 
perience must  have  led  to  our  custom 
of  taking  apple  sauce  with  roast  pork, 
rich  goose  and  like  dishes.  The  malic 
acid  of  ripe  apples,  either  raw  or 
cooked,  will  neutralize  any  excess  of 
chalky  matter,  engendered  by  eating 
too  much  meat.  It  is  also  a  fart  that 
such  fresh  fruit  as  the  apple,  the  pear 
a'Ml  the  plum,  when  taken  ripe,  and 
without  sugar,  diminish  acidity  in  the 
stomach,  rather  than  provoke  it.  Their 
vegetable  salts  and  juices  are  convert- 
ed into  alkaline  carbonates,  which  tend 
to  counteract  acidity. 
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Diet  for  Those  Having  Dyspep- 
sia— Do  not  eat  between  meals;  eat 
your  food  slowly,  thoroughly  chewing 
each  morsel  of  food;  do  not  drink  tea, 
coffee,  water  nor  beer  with  the  meal- 
wait  until  you  have  finished  eating. 
Do  not  drink  ice  water  nor  soda  water, 
nor  eat  heavy,  greasy  foods,  pastries 
nor  fried  foods.  Bat  broiled  beefsteak, 
broiled  chops,  roast  beef,  chicken,  lish, 
fresh  vegetables  well  cooked,  raw  or 
soft-boiled  eggs  and  fruit.  Drink  six 
glasses  of  water  daily  between  meals- 
drink  it  slowly.  If  the  attack  of  dys- 
pepsia is  caused  by  overloading  the 
stomach  or  by  indigestible  food  clear 
out  the  intestinal  tract  by  taking  an 
ounce  of  castor  oil  or  two  teaspoonfuls 
of  Rochelle  salts  dissolved  in  a  glass 
of  cool  water. 

Treatment    for    Bnnions. — For    a 

mild  case  a  bunion  plaster  is  all  the 
treatment  needed.  Oue  should  always 
wear  shoes  and  stockings  too  long  for 
the  feet,  not  only  to  aid  in  the  cure, 
but  as  a  means  of  preventing  future 
trouble.  In  walking  the  foot  slides 
forward  slightly  within  the  stocking 
and  shoe;  there  must  be  sufficient 
room  to  allow  this  forward  movement; 
if  not,  the  great  toe  is  forced  back- 
ward and  undue  pressure  is  made 
upon  the  joint  and  finally  a  bunion 
appears.  In  many  cases  surgical  in 
terference  is  needful  to  remove  a 
bunion.  If  the  joint  is  merely  harden- 
ed or  thickened  painting  it  with  the 
tincture  of  iodine  night  and  morning 
will  prove  curative.  If  there  be  red- 
ness, inflammation  and  pain  bathe 
(soak  in  hot  water  10  minutes)  several 
times  a  day;  dry  and  rub  with  a  mix- 
ture of  one  tablespoonful  of  turpentine 
and  two  of  sweet  oil. 

The  Right  Way  to  Drink 
Water — Professor  Silkham  says  that 
there  are  few  people  who  thoroughly 
realize  the  value  of  water  as  a  bever- 
age, or  who  know  how  to  obtain  the 
greatest  advantage  from  it.  The  effects 
produced  by  the  drinking  of  much 
water  vary  with  the  manner  in  which 
It  Is  drunk.  If,  for  instance,  a  pint  of 
cold  water  be  swallowed  as  a  large 
draught,  or  if  It  be  taken  in  too  large 
portions  with  a  short  interval  between, 
certain  definite  results  follow— effects 
which  differ  from  those  which  would 
have  followed  If  the  same  quantity 
were  taken  by  sipping.  Sipping  is  a 
wonderful  stimulant  to  the  circulation, 
a  thing  which  ordinary  drinking  is  not. 
During  the  process  of  sipping  the  ac- 
tion of  the  nerves  which  slow  the 
heart  Is  abolished,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence the  organ  contracts  much  more 
rapidly,  the  pulse  beats  more  quickly 
and  the  circulation  In  various  parts  of 
the  body  Is  Increased.  In  addition  to 
this,  we  find  that  the  pressure  under 
which  the  bile  Is  secreted  Is  raised  by 
that  sipping  of  fluid.  And  here  is  a 
point  which  might  well  be  noted  by 
our  renders.  A  glass  of  water  slowly 
sipped  will  produce  a  greater  accelera- 
tion of  the  pulse  for  a  time  than  a 
flats  of  wine  or  spirits  taken  at  a  i 
raufht.    In    this    connection    it    may  I 


not  be  out  of  place  to  mention  that 
sipping  cold  water  will  often  allay  the 
craving  for  alcohol  in  those  who  have 
been  in  the  habit  of  taking  too  much 
of  it  and  may  be  endeavoring  to  re- 
form, the  effect  being  probably  due  to 
the  stimulant   action  of  the   sipping. 

Clam  Broth. — Take  six  raw  clams 
and  their  juice,  add  one-half  teacupful 
of  water  and  bring  the  mixture  to  a 
boil;  strain.  This  makes  an  excellent 
<lam  broth  and  is  nourishing  to  those 
suffering  from  chronic  gastric  condi- 
tions. 

The  Care  of  the  Hair.— An  ex- 
cessive use  of  soap  and  water  injures 
the  hair.  Pure  castile  soap  used  once 
a  month,  if  necessary,  will  not  destroy 
the  lustre  of  the  hair.  If  the  scalp  is 
free  from  disease  keep  the  hair  clean 
by  two  or  three  fine  combings  or  thor- 
ough brushings  a  week.  Use  a  hair 
brush  that  is  not  too  stiff. 

Tea  Drinking — Tea  drinking  does 
not  cause  a  drying  up  the  blood. 
Drinking  too  large  quantities  of  tea 
causes  a  certain  amount  of  indigestion 
and  constipation,  due  to  the  action  of 
the  tannin,  which  tea  contains,  upon 
the  stomach  and  intestines.  Tea  taken 
in  proper  quantities  increases  the  ex- 
cretory action  of  the  skin,  has  a  stim- 
ulating and  restorative  action  on  the 
nervous  system,  lessening  fatigue  from 
overwork.  Tea  is  supposed  to  have  a 
great  purifying  effect  on  water,  both 
on  account  of  the  tannin  it  contains 
and  indirectly  by  the  boiling  of  the 
water. 

The  Pineapple  as  an  Aid  to  Di- 
gestion.—The  partaking  of  a  slice  of 
pineapple  after  a  meal  is  quite  in  ac- 
cordance with  physiological  indica- 
tions, since,  though  it  may  not  be  gen- 
erally known,  fresh  pineapple  juice 
contains  a  remarkably  active  digestive 
principle  similar  to  pepsin.  This  prin- 
ciple has  been  termed  "bromelin,"  and 
so  powerful  is  Its  action  upon  proteids 
that  it  will  digest  as  much  as  1000 
times  its  weight  within  a  few  hours. 
Its  digestive  activity  varies  In  accord- 
ance with  the  kind  of  proteid  to  which 
it  Is  subjected.  Fibrin  disappears  en- 
tirely after  a  time.  With  the  coagu- 
lated albumin  of  eggs  the  digestive 
process  is  slow,  while  with  the  albu- 
min of  meat  Its  action  seems  first  to 
produce  a  pulpy,  gelatinous  mass 
which,  however,  completely  dissolves 
after  a  short  time.  When  a  slice  of 
fresh  pineapple  is  placed  upon  a  raw 
beefsteak  the  surface  of  the  steak  be- 
comes gradually  gelatinous  owing  to 
the  digestive  action  of  the  enzyme  of 
the  juice.  It  is  well  known  that  diges- 
tive agents  exist  also  In  other  fruits, 
but  when  it  is  considered  that  an  aver- 
aged-sized  pineapple  will  yield  neasly 
two  pints  of  Juice  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  digestive  action  of  the  whole  fruit 
must  be  enormous.  The  activity  of 
this  peculiar  digestive  agent  is  de- 
stroyed ta  the  cooked  pineapple,  bat 
unless  the  pineapple  Is  preserved  by 
"ieat  there  Is  no  reason  why  the  tinned 
fruit   should    not    retain    the   digestive 
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Do  Not  Cross  tlie  Limbs  When 
Sitting.— Women  who  sit  with  their 
lega  crossed  to  sew  or  read  or  to  hold 
the  baby,  are  not  aware  that  they  are 
inviting  serious  physical  ailments,  but 
it  is  true  nevertheless.  When  a  man 
crosses  his  legs  he  places  the  ankle  of 
one  limb  across  the  knee  of  the  other, 
and  rests  it  lightly  there.  A"  woman. 
more  modest  and  restricted  in  her 
movements,  rests  the  entire  weight  of 
one  limb  on  the  upper  part  of  the 
other,  and  this  pressure  upon  the  sen- 
sitive nerves  and  cords,  if  indulged  in 
for  continued  lengths  of  time,  as  is 
often  done  by  ladies  who  sew  or  em- 
broider, will  produce  disease.  Sciatica, 
neuralgia  and  other  serious  troubles 
frequently  result  from  this  simple 
cause.  The  muscles  and  nerves  in  the 
upper  portion  of  a  woman's  leg  are  ex- 
tremely sensitive,  and  much  of  her 
whole  physical  structure  can  be  be- 
come deranged  if  they  are  overtasked 
In  the  manner  referred  to. 

A  Refreshing  Drink  for  the  In- 
valid— Weak  iced  tea  or  weak  lemon- 
ade with  bits  of  ice  floating  in  the 
glass  are  very  grateful  to  a  thirsty 
sufferer.  Bits  of  cracked  ice  to  suck— 
a  glassful  of  bits  of  ice  kept  on  a 
table  or  chair  near  the  patient— will 
give  her  a  ready  means  of  cooling  her 
dry  and  burning  throat.  Barley  water 
is  a  soothing  drink  if  carefully  prepar- 
ed. The  barley  should  be  thoroughly 
washed  before  it  is  boiled.  Put  an 
ounce  of  pearl  barley  in  a  basin,  fill 
up  with  cold  water,  allow  it  to  stand 
a  minute  or  two  and  then  carefully 
pour  off  the  water.  Repeat  this  opera- 
tion three  times,  and  you  will  then 
have  got  rid  of  several  impurities  that 
too  often  are  boiled  with  the  barley 
and  render  the  drink  distasteful.  When 
cleansed  In  this  way  put  the  barley 
into  a  saucepan  with  a  quart  of 
water,  sugar  to  taste,  and  a  few  drops 
of  essence  of  lemon.  Boil  until  it  is  of 
the  required  consistency.  Do  not  over- 
sweeten  or  it  will  not  be  liked. 

To  Reduce  the   Weight.— For  the 

reduction  of  obesity  take  a  cold  sponge 
bath  every  morning  on  rising;  rub  the 
body  vigorously  on  drying  it  with  a 
coarse  towel.  Take  three  hot  baths 
at  night  during  the  week.  Eat  moder- 
ately; do  not  eat  between  meals.  Diet 
yourself  as  follows:  Eat  as  little  as 
possible  of  starchy  and  farinaceous 
foods  (rice,  potatoes,  oatmeal,  beans, 
beets,  peas,  etc.).  Take  bread  in  very 
small  quantities  and  well  toasted;  use 
no  fresh  bread  or  biscuits.  In  animal 
foods  eat  all  kinds  of  lean  meats,  poul- 
try, game,  fish,  eggs;  eat  these  only 
once  a  day.  Drink  a  very  small  quan- 
tity of  fluid  during  the  meal;  plenty  of 
hot  water  should  be  sipped  between 
meals.  Take  no  beer,  porter  or  sweet 
wines.  Avoid  all  soups  except  clear 
soups;  eat  only  a  few  tablespoonfuls 
at  a  meal.  Drink  only  skimmed  milk. 
Avoid  pastries.  Eat  plenty  of  fruit 
and  fresh  vegetables.  A  moderate 
amount  of  fat  should  be  eaten.  Take 
a  dose  of  salts  twice  a  week.  Walk 
three  miles  a  day,  rain  or  shine.

To  Disinfect  the  Room  Occu- 
pied  by   a   Consumptive.— There   is 

always  danger  in  using  mattresses,  pil- 
lows, feather  beds  or  bed  clothing 
which  have  been  used  in  the  room  oc- 
cupied by  a  case  of  tuberculosis  unless 
the  articles  first  be  sterilized  or  boil- 
ed. The  room  should  be  tepapered,  tile 
walls,  ceilings,  floors  and  woodwork 
scrubbed  thoroughly  with  a  solution  of 
corrosive  sublimate  (1  to  1000)  alter 
which  the  room  should  be  sunned  and 
aired  for  a  week  or  more.  Exposure  of 
articles  to  hot  air  at  220  Fahrenheit 
for  an  hour  will  destroy  the  bacilli— 
this  temperature  is  apt  to  injure  the 
texture  of  articles,  especially  if  they 
be  wooden.  Thorough  boiling— boil  an 
hour  or  more — will  sterilize  sheets, 
towels    and    clothing. 

Care  of  the  Complexion. — A  com- 
plexion expert,  who  is  a  physician  as 
well,  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  texture  of  the  skin  is  injured  when 
frequently  subjected  to  sunburn.  The 
weather-beaten  look  of  some  young 
women  who  have  spent  the  entire 
summer  bare-headed  ami  without  para- 
sols on  the  beaches  or  in  the  fields  de- 
notes an  actual  change  in  the  skin 
layers  that  is  very  difficult  to  coun- 
teract. Beautiful  complexions  are  too 
often  permanently  injured  by  this 
reckless  exposure.  In  particular  the 
reflection  of  the  sun  upon  the  glaring 
sand  or  water  should  be  avoided,  as 
this  burns  more  quickly  than  any- 
thing else.  If  a  veil  is  worn,  one  of  a 
silk  tissue  is  better  than  the  lace  veil 
with  dots  or  uneven  mesh.  All  author- 
ities agree  that  a  sunburnt  face  should 
be  treated  with  oil  or  creams  first, 
never  with  water,  which  acts  as  a 
mordant,  setting  the  dye  of  sunburn. 
Wipe  the  face  with  some  good  toilet 
cream,  touching  the  skin  gently  with 
soft  old  linen  cloths,  and  afterward 
apply  a  soothing  powder.  Use,  how- 
ever, as  much  as  possible  the  preven- 
tive of  light  hats,  parasols,  and  on  the 
beach  veils  to  save  the  skin.  Yachts- 
women on  their  sailing  trips  calmly 
Ignore  appearances  and  cover  their 
faces,  particularly  the  nose,  thickly 
with  a  layer  of  chalk,  or  magnesia, 
making  an  actual  mask  to  protect  the 
skin.  Otherwise  a  girl  with  a  delicate 
skin  would  have  to  choose  between 
her  cruise  and  her  complexion.— New 
York   Evening  Post. 
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The  Great  Anthracite  Coal  Strike 


At  1  o'clock  on  Thursday  morning, 
Oct.  16,  last,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States,  after  bring- 
ing the  pressure  of  his  great  position 
to  bear  upon  the  parties  responsible 
for  this  public  crisis,  had  the  proud 
satisfaction  of  announcing  that  the 
great  anthracite  coal  strike  inaugurat- 
ed on  May  12  was  virtually  at  an  end. 
This  worst  strike  in  history  had  lasted 
165  days,  proving  to  be  the  most  costly 
conflict  that  had  occurred  in  modern 
times  between  capital  and  labor,  seri- 
ously aggravating  the  industrial  and 
social  discontent,  crippling  business, 
throwing  the  people  into  almost  a  state  I 
of  panic  over  the  menace  of  a  coal  i 
famine,  and  threatening  to  increase 
into  a  public  calamity. 

The  operators  were  stubborn  in  their 
insistence  upon  their  point  of  view;  tlie 
hard-coal  miners,  supported  by  the  bi- 
tuminous miners,  were  strongly  In- 
trenched in  their  strikers'  attitude;  and 
but  for  the  overwhelming  weight  of 
public  opinion— aroused  by  the  fear  of 
a  winter  of  national  suffering— and  for 
President  Roosevelt's  judicious  course 
of  action,  the  strike  might  have  result- 
ed in  woes  beyond  compute.  As  it  is, 
the  American  citizen  will  not  soon  for- 
get those  days  when  the  clouds  of  soft- 
coal  smoke  hid  the  once  blue  horizon, 
when  anthracite  was  selling  for  $20 
and  $27  a  ton.  when  it  was  being  face- 
tiously exhibited  as  an  obsolete  article 
of  use,  and  when  cord-wood  was  rapid- 
ly climbing  after  soft  coal  in  an 
ascending  scale  of  prices.  Socialism 
gained  many  serious  converts,  and  at 
one  time  State  control  of  the  coal 
mines  was  actually  proposed  as  a  po- 
litical platform. 

The  total  cost  of  the  twenty-four 
weeks'  coal  strike  to  mine  owners, 
miners,  laborers,  railroad  employes, 
business  men  and  to  the  State  for 
maintaining  troops  in  the  strike  region 
is  estimated  at  $15<).0i>o.<ioo. 

It  cost  the  Miners'  union,  with  head- 
quarters at  Indianapolis,  $70,000  to  con- 
duct the  strike.  President  Mitchell's 
salary  is  $lSoo  a  year.  Of  this  amount 
he  donated  25  per  cent,  to  the  strikers' 
fund.  The  relief  fund  for  the  strikers 
as*  regated  over  $3,000,000.  Of  this 
amount  about  $1,875,000  was  contrib- 
uted by  the  bituminous  miners  of  the 
country  as  their  assessment  to  main- 
tain the  strike.  The  balance  came 
from  labor  organizations  in  ail  parts 
of  the  United  States  or  individuals. 
When  the  strike  was  declared  147.000 
men  and  boys  quit  work.  The  suspen- 
sion threw  10,000  railroaders  and  men 
engaged  in  other  occupations  out  of 
employment.  The  scarcity  of  coal  com- 
pelled factories  to  suspend  in  many 
places,  and  it  was  estimated  in  the 
closing  weeks  of  the  strike  that  fully 
230,000  men  and  boys  were  idle  by 
reason   of  the  suspension   of  coal   rnin- 

I'resident      John      Mitchell,      of     the 


United  Mine  Workers,  Is  said  to  have 
been  against  the  original  call  for  tne 
convention  to  declare  tne  strike,  and  to 
have  kept  the  call  in  his  pocket  for  six 
weeks.  At  the  Indianapolis  Conven- 
tion on  July  It)  he  advised  the  bitum- 
inous-coal miners  not  to  strike,  but  to 
aid  the  hard-coal  miners  w.'th  their 
regularly  assessed  contributions  to  the 
strike  fund.  At  first  each  soft-coal 
miner  was  to  be  asked  to  contribute 
$1  weekly,  but  a  fairer  wage-scale 
system  was  adopted,  which  percentage 
plan  really  yielded  even  more  funds. 
The  bituminous  miners  of  West  \  ir- 
ginia  did  later  strike  on  their  own 
accord,  and  an  entire  regiment  was 
ordered  out  for  a  time;  but  the  move- 
ment soon  collapsed. 

Tne  grievances  of  the  anthracite  min- 
ers rest  on  their  belief  that  a  group  of 
associated  railroads  have  monopolized 
tne  coal  industry  and  have  established 
an  artificial  control  over  the  anthra- 
cite output,  price  and  market.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  coal  operatives  have 
been  accused  of  monopolizing  and  con- 
trolling the  supply  of  labor  to  operate 
tne  mines.  In  his  September  report  to 
President  Roosevelt,  Labor  Commis- 
sioner Wright  expressed  his  own  be- 
lief that  wnile  the  first  demand  of  the 
miners  for  an  eight-hour  day  (or,  on 
contract  work,  a  twenty  per  cent,  in- 
crease in  pay}  was  unreasonable,  the 
later  demand  for  a  nine-hour  day  or  a 
proportionate  increase  in  pay  was  en- 
tirely practicable  and  just.  *  He  criti- 
cised certain  Union  features,  but  con- 
cluded that  the  formation  of  a  board 
of  conciliation  would  be  advisable.  In 
reply  President  P.aer,  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Coal  Company,  ig- 
nored both  the  question  of  hours  and 
the  question  of  the  weighing  of  coal  at 
the  pit's  mouth,  and  declared  that 
"wages  could  not  be  increased  without 
increasing  the  price  of  coal  and  restrict- 
ing the  market,  driving  the  public  to 
use  bituminous  coal,  a  cheaper  and 
more  abundant  fuel."  He  even  declared 
that  three  of  the  coal-carrying  roads 
had  not  paid  dividends  on  their  stocks 
for  years,  and  produced  records  of  coal 
sales  to  show  that  forty  per  cent,  of 
the  anthracite  coal  was  sold  in  the 
market  below  the  cost  of  mining.  The 
operators'  returns  in  the  United  States 
census  of  1S00  gave  a  total  of  123.676 
employes  about  the  anthracite  mines, 
with  average  earnings  of  $314.21  a 
year.  President  Mitchell  formulated 
the  demands  of  the  miners  as  being 
for  "an  increase  in  wages  for  men  em- 
ployed on  piecework,  a  reduction  In 
the  hours  of  labor  for  men  employed 
by  the  day.  payment  for  a  legal  ton  of 
coal,  and  that  the  coal  we  mine  shall 
be  honestly  weighed  and  honestly  re- 
corded." 

On  Thursday.  Oct.  2.  President 
Roosevelt  summoned  the  presidents  of 
the  anthracite  coal  roads  and  tin'  in- 
dependent mining  companies  and  Pres- 
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ident  Mitchell  to  confer  with  him  re- 
garding a  settlement  of  difficulties. 
The  conference  assembled  next  day 
at  the  temporary  White  House  in 
Washington.  President  Roosevelt  de- 
clared that  "the  questions  at  issue 
which  led  to  the  situation  affect  the 
operators  and  the  miners;  but  the  sit- 
uation itself  vitally  affects  the  public. 
*  *  I  disclaim  any  right  or  duty  to 
intervene  in  this  way  upon  legal 
grounds,  but  the  urgency  and  the  ter- 
rible nature  of  the  catastrophe  im- 
pending over  a  large  portion  of  our 
people  impel  me  to  believe  that  my 
duty  requires  me  to  use  whatever  In- 
fluence I  personally  can  to  bring  to  an 
end  a  situation  which  has  become  lit- 
erally intolerable."  President  Mitchell 
promptly  acceded  to  and  suggested  an 
impartial  tribunal,  while  President 
Baer  declared  that  "if  the  power  of 
Pennsylvania  is  .sufficient  to  re-estab- 
lish the  reign  of  law,"  the  operators 
would  secure  coal  for  the  public,  and 
declined  to  accept  Mr.  Mitchell's  offer. 
A  few  days  afterward  the  entire  Na- 
tional Guard  of  Pennsylvania  was  or- 
dered by  Governor  Stone  to  the  anthra- 
cite regions.  Public  excitement  was 
tense.  A  peculiar  crisis  seemed  at 
hand,  in  which  the  violence  of  the 
past  might  rise  to  bloody  riots.  The 
call  of  troops  to  Shenandoah  and  to 
tne  Panther  Creek  region  was  now 
magnified  to  a  supreme  situation  be- 
tween the  State  soldiery  and  the  strik- 
ing miners.  The  lapse  of  ten  days, 
with  the  entire  Pennsylvania  National 
Guard  in  the  field,  failed  absolutely  to 
increase  the  output  of  coal  on  the  part 
of  the  operators,  and  soon  there  were 
visits  on  the  part  of  Secretary  of  War 
Hoot  to  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  the  inter- 
views being  held  on  the  latter's  yacht 
at  Now  York.  Then  Mr.  Morgan  vis- 
ited the  President,  reaching  Washing- 
ton late  at  night.  Finally,  on  the 
evening  of  Oct.  15,  two  of  Mr.  Mor- 
gan's partners— Messrs.  Bacon  and  Per- 


kins—went to  Washington  and  con- 
ferred at  the  White  House  with  the 
President  and  Secretary  Root.  Tne 
outcome  was  a  proposition  from  lae 
operators'  representatives— with  some 
definite  specifications  and  limitations 
as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  men 
named— to  accept  Mr.  Mitchell's  origi- 
nal suggestion  of  arbitration.  The 
commission  was  to  number  live.  Pres- 
ident Mitchell,  upon  being  notified,  in- 
sisted upon  increasing  the  Dumber  to 
six,  and  the  appointment  of  a  repre- 
sentative of  organized  labor  as  the 
additional  man.  To  these  changes  the 
operators,  as  represented  by  Mr.  Mor- 
gan's partners,  readily  consented,  and 
the  end  of  the  long  agony  over  the 
strike  loomed  up. 

The  Commission  of  Arbitration  ap- 
pointed by  President  Roosevelt,  at  the 
final  request  of  the  operators,  consist- 
ed of  Brigadier  General  John  M.  Wil- 
son, U.  S.  A.,  retired:  E.  W.  Parker, 
Washington.  D.  C,  an  expert  mining 
engineer:  Hon.  George  Gray,  Wilming- 
ton. Del..  Circuit  Judge  of  the  United 
States  Court;  E.  E.  Clark,  Cedar  Rap- 
Ids,  Iowa.,  Grand  Chief  of  the  Order 
of  Railway  Conductors;  Thomas  H. 
Watkins.  Scranton,  Pa.,  practically  ac- 
quainted with  the  mining  and  shipping 
of  coal,  and  Catholic  Bishop  John  L. 
Spalding,  of  Peoria.  111.  lion.  Carroll 
1).  Wright  was  appointed  Recorder  and 
Commissioner.  Mitchell  found  oppo- 
sition to  this  arbitration  plan,  but  won 
a  victory  by  persuading  the  37  leaders 
of  district  boards  to  call  a  convention 
of  the  350  local  unions  at  Wilkesbarre, 
Oct.  I'll,  and  next  day  the  plan  was 
approved  and  the  miners  ordered  to 
resume  on  Thursday,  Oct.  23.  pending 
the  Commission's  work. 

Upon  being  informed  by  a  telegram 
from  President  Mitchell  of  the  action  of 
the  convention,  in  ending  the  si  like. 
President  Roosevelt  summoned  the  Ar- 
bitration Commission  to  meet  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  Friday,  October  24.  and 
its  work  was  begun. 


Civil  Rule  In  the  Philippines 


The  supreme  achievement  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Philippine  archi- 
pelago during  the  past  year  has  been 
the  establishment  of  civil  government 
in  the  islands— which  tremendously  Im- 
portant event  was  very  appropriately 
proclaimed  by  President  Roosevelt  at 
Manila.  July  4.  1902,  our  own  Inde- 
pendence Day,  and  the  day  which  the 
free  Filipino'  of  the  future  will  cele- 
brate along  with  this  nation,  if  the 
destiny  of  history  proves  to  be  as  pro- 
pitious as  now  would  appear.  Indeed, 
lie-  most  sanguine  champions  of  the 
Federal  Administration's  policy  in  the 
Philippines  go  so  far  as  to  prophecy 
that  within  five  years  the  Filipino,  like 
the  Cuban,  will  have  a  free  legislative 
assembly   and   Republic  of   his   own. 

On    March    8.    last,    President    Roose- 


velt signed  the  Philippine  tariff  bill, 
and  on  July  4  (at  Manila)  the  civil 
government  was  established,  together 
with  an  amnesty  for  all  Filipino  politl 
cal  prisoners.  Aguinaldo.  that  once 
elusive  Filipino  chieftain  and  dictator. 
was  one  of  the  first  ro  bail  tbe-  new 
order  of  things,  to  predict  the  rosiest 
future  for  his  native  country  and  to 
declare  that  he  was  coming'  to  the 
United  States  to  study  political,  indus- 
trial and  social  conditions  here.  The 
Philippine  Civil  Government  bill  had 
been  finally  agreed  upon  in  conference 

between  both  Houses  of  Congress  on 
June  30,  and  was  passed  on  July  1. 
Of  course,  it  did  not  apply  to  the  Moro 
tribes  or  the  regions  in  active  revolt. 
A  separate  system  still  prevails  for 
these.   But  otherwise  the  Dniteo  States 
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military  government  ceased  in  July  and 
Governor  Adna  R.  Chaffee  was  recalled 
(to  succeed  the  retired  General  John  R. 
Brooke  in  the  Department  of  the  East). 
As  Gen.  Lloyd  VVheaton,  under  Chaffee, 
was  also  retired  on  age  limit,  and  Gen. 
Jacob  II.  Smith  was  retired  in  dis- 
grace. Gen.  George  W.  Davis,  a  distin- 
guished fighter  in  the  Philippines,  was 
chosen  as  Gen.  Chaffee's  military  suc- 
cessor  in   the  archipelago. 

Civil  Governor  William  II.  Talt,  who 
left  the  islands  to  recuperate  his  health 
and  to  confer  with  the  Washington  au- 
thorities  and  the  Vatican  at  Rome  con- 
cerning the  sale  of  the  friars'  lauds, 
returned  to  Manila  August  22.  and  was 
enthusiastically  welcomed  hack.  Eigh- 
teen hundred  Filipinos,  mostly  military 
prisoners,  were  liberated  under  the 
amnesty. 

In  the  original  House  bill  071  the 
Philippine  matter  a  gold  standard  had 
been  called  for,  while  the  Senate  in- 
sisted upon  the  coinage  of  a  special 
silver  dollar.  As  no  compromise  could 
lie  effected,  this  monetary  clause  was 
omitted  from  the  completed  bill.  The 
law  of  July  1.  1902,  stands  as  the  first 
response  to  the  stipulation  of  the 
Treaty  of  Paris,  made  three  and  a  half 
years  before,  that  Congress  should  de- 
termine '-the  civil  rights  and  political 
status  of  the  native  inhabitants"  of  the 
archipelago.  The  first  section  declares 
that  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  shall  not  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  in  the  Philippines  that  it  lias 
within  the  organized  Territories  of  the 
United  States.  The  same  section  ap- 
proves, ratifies  and  confirms  the  "ac- 
tion" of  the  President  on  three  ocea- 
-imis:  First,  when  he  created  the  Phil- 
ippine Commission  on  April  7.  1900,  and 
authorized  it  to  take  part  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  archipelago;  see. mil, 
when  he  created  the  offices  of  Civil 
Covernor  and  Vice-Governor,  June  21. 
1001;  and.  third,  when  he  established 
four  executive  departments  in  the  inl- 
ands on  September  6.  1901.  It  sets 
forth  that,  until  otherwise  provided, 
the  said  islands  shall  continue  to  be 
governed  as  prescribed  in  those  three 
actions  and  in  the  present  law.  Then 
follows,  at  the  close  of  the  first  section, 
a  requirement  that  in  future  appoint- 
ments by  tlie  President,  of  Governors, 
Vice  Governors,  Members  of  the  Com- 
mission and  Heads  of  Executive  De- 
partments, confirmation  by  the  Senate 
shall  be  necessary. 

The  third  section  declares  that  all  of 
the  natives  who  were  Spanish  subjects 
and  inhabitants  of  the  Philippines  on 
April  11,  1800.  and  were  residing  there 
on  July  1,  1002.  shall,  together  with 
their  children  born  in  the  island  after 
the  first-named  date,  be  "citizens  of 
the  Philippine  Islands,  and  as  such  en- 
titled to  the  protection  of  the  United 
States,"  unless  they  shall,  under  the 
treaty,  have  preserved  Spani  di  alle- 
giance. Their  "political  status"  is  thus 
not  that  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  but  "citizens  of  the  Philippine 
Islands."  But  in  the  fifth,  ninth  and 
tenth  sections  of  the  bill  Congress  has 
given      the      Philippine      natives      the 


statute  protection  afforded  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  its  amendments,  ex- 
cepting trial  by  jury,  the  right  to  keep 
and  bear  arms,  a  militia  force,  and 
just  compensation  for  private  property 
taken    for   public   use. 

As  Sidney  Webster,  an  eminent  ex- 
pert on  constitutional  law,  has  remark- 
ed in  the  North  American  Review: 
••Such  is  the  ingenious  political  con- 
trivance, cleverly  adapted  to  the  situa- 
tion in  the  Philippines,  which  has  re- 
ceived Congressional  sanction.  *  *  * 
Thus  there  are  now  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  cazens  of  a  State,  citi- 
zens of  a  Territory,  citizens  of  Porto 
Pico,  and  citizens  of  the  Philippines, 
each  with  different  legal  relations. 
There  will  inevitably  arise  a  large 
crop  of  questions,  which  the  Courts 
and  future  laws  must  answer.  *  *  * 
The  fact  may  as  well  now  be  recog- 
nized that  the  theory  upon  which  the 
Spanish  treaty  was  negotiated — which 
was  that  the  new  islands  could  be  held 
indefinitely  as  colonies  outside  of  the 
Constitution— has  prevailed  in  the  re- 
cent legislation,  which  rests  on  the 
assertion  that  an  alien  people  cannot 
be  incorporated  into  the  Union  by  the 
treaty-making  power;  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  has  the  right 
to  acquire  and  hold  territory  without 
immediately  incorporating  it  into  the 
United  States;  that  places  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States, 
but  not  incorporated  into  it.  are  not 
within  the  United  States;  that  incor- 
poration of  territory  acquired  by  a 
treaty  of  cession  in  which  there  are 
conditions  against  the  incorporation 
until  Congress  has  provided  therefor 
will  not  take  place  until,  in  the  wis- 
dom of  Congress,  the  acquired  terri- 
tory  has  come  into  the  American  fam- 
ily: that  the  article  of  the  treaty  with 
Snain  by  which  it  is  declared  that  the 
civil  rights  and  political  status  of  the 
native  inhabitants  'shall  be  determined 
le-  Congress'  shows  a  purpose  not  only 
to  leave  the  status  of  the  territory  to 
In  determined  by  Congress,  but  to  pre- 
vent the  treaty  from  operating  to  the 
contrary.  Hence  the  Constitution  does 
not  yet  control  in  the  new  islands. 
The  recent  July  enactment  not  only 
acquiesces  in  that  as  sound,  constitu- 
tional doctrine,  but  also  adopts  the 
opinion  expressed  by  Justice  Gray,  that 
a  temporary  government  which  is  not 
subject  to  all  the  restrictions  of  the 
Constitution  may  be  set  up  by  Con- 
gress over  conquered  territory,  if  Con- 
gress is  not  ready  to  construct  a  com- 
plete government  for  such  territory. 
The  dissenting  opinions  of  four  mem- 
bers of  the  Court,  led  by  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice,  have  not  been  vindicated  by  Dem- 
ocratic leaders,  in  or  out  of  Congress. 
and  have  been  temporarily-  submerg- 
ed." 

A  two  years'  Census  has  been  author- 
ized by  Congress  and  within  a  certain 
time  thereafter  the  President  is  to  in- 
struct the  Philippine  Commission  to 
call  a  general  election  for  choice  of 
delegate's  to  a  popular  assembly.  The 
powers    conferred     by    Congress    on    the 

new    Philippine    government    will    also 
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enable  it  to  acquire  bj  judicial  pro- 
ceedings,  commonly  known  as  "con- 
demnation proceedings,"   any  or  all  of 

the  more  than  4ou,OOU  acres  of  agricul- 
tural lands  owned  by  the  religious  or- 
ders or  by  their  agents.  As  Secretary 
Root  remarked  al  the  outset  (Novem- 
ber, 1901),  it  is  ••manifestly  for  the 
Interest  of  the  religious  orders  that 
they  should  convert  into  money  this 
property,  which  they  can  manifestly  no 
longer  peacefully  enjoy  or  practically 
make    useful.     At    the   same   time,    it    is 

equally  desirable  that  these  lands 
should  be  purchased  by  the  State,  and 
that  title  upon  proper  and  reasonable 
terms  should  he  offered  the  tenants,  or 
to  the  other  people  of  the  islands." 
The  Tali  Philippine  Commission  made 
to  the  War  Department  an  elaborate 
report  respecting  the  small  remnant  of 
the  four  religious  orders  expelled  from 
their  parishes,  ami  surviving  in  .Ma- 
nila, the  property,  real  and  personal, 
owned,  held  or  claimed  by  those  or- 
ders, the  assignment,  more  or  less 
colorable,  of  the  property— all  based  on 
an  official  examination  by  Governor 
Taft  of  the  Archbishop  of  Manila,  sev- 
eral bishops,  the  provincials  of  the  re- 
ligious orders,  American  priests  and 
laymen,  army  officers,  newspaper  cor- 
respondents and  other  persons  profess- 
ing to  be  experts.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  Philippine  Commission  the  four  or 
five  hundred  Spanish  friars  should  not 
be  permitted  to  return  to  their  par- 
ishes. Their  lands  are  estimated  at 
about  $10,000,000. 

On  Feb.  2d.  last.  Governor  Taft  fur- 
nished testimony  to  the  Semite  com 
tnlttee  on  the  Philippines,  and  on  June 

5  he  was  received  by  Pope  Leo  XI II 
at  Rome  as  a  sort  of  "business  agent" 
of  this  Government.  Governor  Taft 
uas  accompanied  by  James  F.  Smith. 
John  P..  Porter  and  Bishop  Thomas 
O'Gorman.  The  Vatican  was  repre- 
sented by  Cardinals  Kampolla  (Papal 
Secretary  of  State).  Vives  y  Tuto, 
Steinhuber,  Gottl  and  Vannntelli.  The 
Vatican  agreed  that  it  was  advisable  to 
end  the  career  of  Spanish  friars  in  the 
archipelago,  but  could  not  concede  to 
a  written  promise  of  withdrawal.  In 
12  articles  the  Cardinals  made  counter- 
proposals relating  to  the  land  question 
and  method  of  appraisal  of  values.  No 
friction  seems  to  tie  ahead  in  the 
peaceable  solution  of  this  problem,  as 
clerics  of  other  nationalities  can  grad- 
ually be  introduced  into  the  archi- 
pelago. Monsignor  Guldi  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  papal  delegate,  or  apostolic 
commissioner,  to  Manila  to  negotiate 
the  final  agreement  between  the  Vati- 
can and  the  Taft  Commission.  It  Is 
stated  that  Monsignor  Guidl  will  create 
three  new  dioceses,  convoke  a  synod 
for  harmonizing  the  conduct  of  eccles- 
iastical affairs  with  the  customs  of  the 
Islands,  and  establish  at  Manila  two 
seminaries  for  the  education  of  native 
priests.  Some  students  from  these 
seminaries  will  be  sent  to  Rome  or  to 
this  country  for  the  completion  of  their 
education.  It  is  expected  that  the 
Church  In  the  islands  will  be  reorgan- 


ized with  funds  obtained  from  the  sale 
of  the  friars'  lands. 

When    the    Philippines    passed    under 

civil  rule  on  July  i,  hist,  Secretary 
Root  gave  the  total  amount  expended 
by  the  American  Government  in  the 
islands  as  about  £170,000,000,  and  add- 
ed: "in  the  middle  of  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  20,  1901,  there  were  about 

'".' American  soldiers  in  tin'  islands. 

Thai  number  is  now  reduced  to  about 
23,000.  Orders  have  been  issued  for 
the  return  of  the  Eighth,  Fifteenth, 
Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  in- 
fantry and  a  squadron  of  the  Tenth 
Cavalry,  and  this  will  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  American  troops  there  to 
18,000."  Four  million  dollars  had  then 
been  appropriated  for  harbor  and  road 
Improvements. 

A  public  school  system,  with  1000 
American  teachers  and  2500  Filipino 
teachers,    had    been    established,    and 

si  hools  opened  in  500  of  the  « towns 

in  the  islands.  The  judiciary  system 
embraces  a  Supreme  Court  made  up  of 
three  American  and  four  Filipino 
Judges,  with  appellate  jurisdiction,  and 
1.".  judicial  district  Courts  with  general 
civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction. 

A  local  police  and  insular  constabu- 
lary force  had  been  organized  with 
5000  men.  about  150  in  each  province, 
under  inspectors  partly  American  and 
partly  Filipino.  This  constabulary  is 
under  command  of  a  Kentuckian.  Capt. 

Henry    T.    Allen,    of    the    Sixth     Fulled 

states  Cavalry,  formerly  senior  major 
of  the  Forty-third  Volunteer  Enfantrj 
It  e,,sts  the  Philippine  government  (ac 
cording  to  Coven. or  Taft)  only  $250  D 
man  yearly  on  the  average.  Thus  far 
the  government  has  been  self-support- 
ing, its  Income  being  mostly  from  cus- 
toms receipts.  The  opening  pages  of 
the  recent  campaign  book  of  the  Demo- 
cratic Congresssional  Committee  were 
devoted  to  a  consideration  of  the  con- 
ditions In  the  Philippines.  The  cost  of 
the  war  in  the  archipelago  i-  said  to 
have  aggregated  .$l..r:ifl.."t'.n>.".2.!»2.  and 
Mr.  Roofs  figures,  $170,000,000,  are 
said  to  be  "incomprehensible." 

April  21  the  President  ordered  Gen. 
Chaffee  to  make  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  all  the  charges  of  cruelty  In 
Samar  and  the  entire  archipelago.  As 
a  result  there  ensued  the  court-martial 
of  Brig.  Gen.  Jacob  H.  Smith  for  his 
"burn  and  kill"  order  to  Major  Waller, 
who  was  told  to  make  a  "howling  wil- 
derness" of  Samar.  On  July  18  this 
veteran  soldier,  with  his  otherwise  ad- 
mirable record  and  with  voluntary  re- 
tirement possible,  was  reprimanded  by 
the  President  and  compulsorlly  retired 
from  the  army.  It  was  a  deeply  re- 
grettable and  sad  episode  In  American 
military  annals. 

The  important  military  operations 
themselves  of  the  year  are  quickly 
summarized.  On  Dec.  24,  1901.  Com- 
pany F  of  the  Ninth  U.  S.  Infantry 
had  lost  7  men  killed  and  4  wounded 
in  an  engagement  near  Dapado,  Samar, 
and  that  Island  became  a  centre  of  hot 
campaigning.  The  Insurgent  chiefs  on 
the  Isle  of  Bohol  surrendered,  with 
their  guns,   and   Col.   Marslgan,  of  Ba- 
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tangas,  with  240  armed  tusurgents,  was 
taken  by  Gen.  Bell,  Jan.  14.  On  Feb. 
22,  Gen.  Lucban,  leader  of  the  Filipino 
Insurrectionists  In  Samar,  was  captur- 
ed. Malvar,  leader  in  Luzon,  surren- 
dered to  Gen.  Bell  In  April.  On  May  3 
the  Fourth  I'.  S.  Infantry  stormed  and 
i  apl  ured  the  Moro  fori  of  the  Sultan  of 
Bayau   in    Mindanao.    The   Sultan    was 

killed  and  2 1  the   fort's  defenders 

slain,  the  Americans  losing  8  dead. 
Gen.  Bell  pu1  Into  effeel  some  severe 
but  not  inhumane  retaliatory  measures 
in  Batangas,  Laguna  and  the  adjacenl 
regions,  in  order  to  crush  the  guerrilla 
warfare,  in  the  isle  of  Mindanao  was 
presented,  above  all.  the  most  serious 
campaigning  thai  againsl  the  Moham- 
medan tribal  chieftains  commonly 
called  Dattos.  In  the  early  pan  of  the 
year  Col.  Frank  D.  Baldwin  won  spe- 
cial praise  for  gallautry  by  his  daring 
capture  of  one  of  the  principal  forts 
.if  the  hostile  Moos  in  the  centre  of 
.Morn  savagery.  Mindanao  is  second 
only  tu  Luzon  in  the  archipelago,  and 
.  Gen.  Chaffee  (on  Sept.  8)  ordered  spe- 
cially a  vigorous  campaign  in  thai 
island. 

The  Sultan  of  Maciu  and  his  allies 
were  overcome  by  the  forces  under 
Capt.  Pershing,  and  their  forts  destroy- 
ed. Before  the  decisive  battle  several 
of  the  Moro  chiefs  or  Sultans  had  es- 
tablished friendly  relations  with  our 
troops.  The  Sultan  of  F.tttig  was  as- 
sisting Capt.  Pershing.  The  Sultan  «t 
Maeiu    had    his    fort    situated    on    the 


poinl  of  a  promontory  jutting  oul  Into 
the  lake  and  separated  from  the  main- 
land by  almost  Impassable  marshes. 
These  our  soldiers  bridged  by  pontoons 

and  COrdurOJ  roads.  At  lirst  the  Minns 
were  driven  from  their  outlying 
trenches  by  our  artillery,  with  a   loss 

of  20  killed.  In  the  main  fort  they  had 
a  brass  cannon  and  a  fair  supply  of 
lilies.  Tile  Sultan  of  Cabugatau  made 
a  wild  sortie  with  a  band  of  fanatics 
armed  with  krisses.  All  were  killed. 
That  nighl  our  forces  closed  in  upon 
the  fort  and  finished  the  work.  Fillv 
Moros  were  killed,  some  or  them  while 
attempting  to  escape.  The  main  fort 
and  several  smaller  ones  were  destroy- 
ed. 

In  Mindanao,  however.  Gen.  Sum- 
ner's overtures  for  peace  were  rejected 
by  the  Sultan  of  Bacolod  in  an  almost 
contemptuously  defiant  message,  de- 
claring that  he  did  not  desire  the 
friendship  of  the  Americans,  but  pre- 
ferred   bitter   war  to  the  death. 

Cholera  threatens  to  depopulate  the 
island  of  Samar.  The  mortality  has 
been  greal  in  the  province  of  Iloilo 
(.I'anayt.  Senor  Llorente,  ex  Supreme 
Court  Judge  and  e\  Governor  of  Cebu, 
is  now  civil  Governor  of  Samar.  Nearly 
all  of  the  political  prisoners  who  were 
in  custody  on  the  island  of  Guam  were 
brought  to  Manila  and  set  at  liberty. 
having  taken  tin-  oath  of  allegiance. 
But  Senor  Mabini.  formerly  head  of 
the  Filipino  Cabinet,  declined  to  take 
tlie  oath  and  remains  in  prisou. 


Cuba  Becomes  a  Republic 


A   new   Republic   was   born   among  the 
nations   of   the   world  on    May  20,    1902, 

when    the    g l    faith    of    the    United 

States  was  triumphantly  vindicated 
and  Cubans  set  up  a  native  govern- 
ment, (m  that  ever-memorable  day 
in  the  history  of  civilization  General 
Leonard  Wood  reverently  hauled  down 
the  Stars  and  Stripes  from  the  flag- 
pole of  the  Governor's  Palace  in  Ha- 
vana and  in  its  place    there  s i    floated 

Hie  Buttering  folds  0J  a  new  Hag  of 
freedom    Cuba's     picturesque     banner 

with  its  three  stripes  of  blue,  its  two 
stripes  of  white  and  its  bright  silver 
star  gleaming  within  the  red  triangle. 
The  military  representatives  of  the 
Ann  rlcan  i p!e,  who  had  thus  releas- 
ed the  island,  the  Pear]  of  the  Antilles. 
from  ils  long  military  occupation,  fit- 
tingly saluted  the  birth  of  the  new 
nation,    the    guns    from    Hie    fortress    of 

Cabanas,     across    the     hay.     volleying 

forth  15  Shots  one  for  each  State  ami 
each  star  of  Cuba's  greal  sister  lie- 
public.  On  Dec.  .",1.  1901,  and  at  t  In- 
formal session  of  the  Cuban  Electoral 
College  on  the  following  February  24, 
Senor  Tomas  Estrada  Palma  (who  had 
been  promoting  his  country's  interest 
in     the    United     States)     was    elected 

President  of  Cuba,  having  55  electors. 
as  against   8  electors  for  General   Bar- 


tolome  Maso,  the  candidate  of  the 
Cuban  Democratic  party.  Senor  Este- 
vez  was  chosen  Vice  President,  and  the 
following  civil  governors  were  elected: 
Perez,  in  the  province  of  Pinardel  Rio; 
Nunez,  in  Matanzas;  Gomez,  in  Santa 
Clara;  Recio,  in  Puerto  Principe,  ami 
Echeverria,  in  Santiago.  On  May  5 
the  first  Congress  of  the  Republic  as- 
sembled at  Havana.  Senor  de  Quesada 
was  sent  as  first  Cuban  Minister  to  the 
United  States,  while  President  Roose- 
vclt.  in  turn.  appointed  Herbert 
Squires  as  first  United  States  Minister 
to  Cuba,  with  Ccn.  Edward  S.  Bragg, 
of  Wisconsin,  as  first  United  Stales 
Consul  General  at  Havana.  Mr.  Squiers 
had  already  had  a  valuable  diplomatic 
experience,  having  served  three  years 
at  Berlin  and  four  years  at  Pekin, 
where    he    was    secretary    tinder    Conger 

during   the    Boxer   uprising.    In   honor 

oi  Cuba's  new-born  nationality.  Presi- 
dent Palma  proclaimed,  on  June  9,  an 
amnesty  to  all  Americans  under  sen- 
tent f    trial    in    Cuba.    Ccn.    Bragg 

later  made  himself  obnoxious  to  the 
Cubans  by  speaking  contemptuously  of 
them  in  a  letter  to  his  wife  (which  was 
given  to  the  press)  and  was  transfer- 
red    to     Hongkong,     being    succeeded     by 

William  A.  Rublee,  also  of  Wisconsin. 
Tie-    anniversary    of    the    struggle    lor 
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Independence  in  L868  was  celebrated  on 
Oct.  LO,  ami  the  Cubans  laid  the  cor- 
oer  9tone  of  a  monument  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  Americans  who  were  led  by 
Lopez  in  a  revolt  againsl  Spanish  rule 
in  L851.  For  i  be  educal  ion  of  the  smi 
of  Antonio  Maceo  In  this  country, 
$3000  was  appropriated. 

The  bappily  vindicated  political  rela- 
tions between  Cuba  ami  tbe  United 
States  were  promptly  embittered  bj 
the  freshly  complicated  comnn  Trial 
problems  at  stake.  Our  Congress  could 
hoi  agree  upon  a  tariff  basis  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Cuban  sugar-planters.

End  of  the  War  In  the  Transvaal 


The  Boer  war.  which  began  on  Octo- 
ber 12,  1899,  with  tbe  investment  of 
Ladysmith,  came  to  an  end  on  May  .".1, 
L902,  when  Hie  representatives  of  the 
two  Boer  Republics  and  Lords  Milner 
ami  Kitchener  signed  the  document  at 
Pretoria  embodying  the  terms  of  sur- 
render. The  distressful  conflict  had 
thus  lasted  over  two  years  and  seven 
months,  both  the  British  ami  the 
Dutch  Afrikanders  having,  to  quote 
1  loin  Paul's  prophetic  words,  "paid  a 
price     io    stagger     humanity."     Peace 

Came    as    a    blessed    relief    to    the    whole 

civilized  world,  and  General  Kitchen- 
er, who  had  w  on  ihe  besl  rcpuiatlon  of 
all  the  British  officers  In  the  war.  re- 
turned to  England  on  July  12  to  be  en- 
thusiastically web d.  The  defeat  by- 
He  Wit  of  the  Imperial  Yeomanry  at 
Tweefontein  (Dec.  25,  1901)  and  the 
capture  of  Lord  Metbuen  by  Delarey 
in  the  Western  Transvaal  (March  T. 
1902)  were  the  conspicuous  military 
successes  of  the  ^oers  during  the  clos- 
ing month  of  hostilities.  The  release 
..f  ihe  wounded  Metbuen  lided  appre- 
ciably in  increasing  the  growing  -pint 
of  generosity   between  the  two  antagon 

l8t8,    and    paved    Ho-    u;,v    tO    the    liberal 

concessions   granted   by   Great   Britain 

in  the  agreement  of  surrender.  The 
foremost   Boer   generals   at    once   advo- 


cated     a     reconciliation     of     thorough 

friendliness  with  England,  ami  were 
hailed  in  London  soon  after  as  true 
heroes  and  noble-hearted  ex-foes.  The 
British  had  paid  dearly  to  learn  mis 
1,  SSOO,  for  Ihe  total  British  casualties 
(including  the  wounded)  in  the  Trans- 
vaal wen-  slated  in  January  last  to  be 
5240  officers  and  100,701  men. 

By  the  peace  terms  it   was  al    Ihe  out- 

set  agreed  that  Great  Britain  would 
absolve  all  offenders  from  the  charge 
ef  treason,  would  return  the  prisoners 
sequestered  in  Ceylon,  St.  Helena  ami 
Bermuda,  and  would  pay  the  Boers 
outright  a  cash  Indemnity  of  $15,000,- 
000  for  ihe  restoration  of  buildings  ami 
stock  on  ihe  devastated  farms  of  the 
Transvaal  and  Orange  free  state  (no 
pan   being  levied  in  Boer  taxes;.

Game  Laws 


According  to  decisions  of  the  highest 
•Aunts,  game  is  the  property  of  the 
State.  All  but  four  States— Virginia, 
Kentucky,  Mississippi  and  Montana- 
prohibit  the  export  of  some  or  all  spe- 
cies of  game.  Most  of  the  States  re- 
quire non-residents  to  take  out  a  li- 
cense before  beginning  to  hunt,  these 
licenses  to  be  procured  from  the  Coun- 
ty Clerk,  and  ranging  in  price  from  $5 
to  $25.  In  Pennsylvania  the  fee  is  $10; 
in  New  Jersey,  $10.50;  in  Delaware,  $5 
for  first  year  and  $2  each  succeeding 
year;  Maryland,  $5  to  $25,  according 
to  privilege  wanted;  Maine,  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina  charge  no  license 
fee.

The  greatest  American  winning 
three-year-old  was  Hanover,  by  Hin- 
doo, in  1S87  he  won  twenty  races  and 
$89,827. 

The  Kentucky-bred  horse  Abbots- 
ford,  formerly  Mistake,  is  the  only 
horse  that  has  ever  won  races  in  Eng- 
land, France  and  America. 

In  1886.  P.  Lorillard  sold  27  head  of 
horses  in  training  for  $149,050,  the 
highest  price  being  $20,000  for  the  filly 
Dewdrop,  and  the  lowest  $300. 

The  Lancashire  plate,  run  at  the 
Manchester,  Eng.,  September  meeting 
of  1809,  and  won  by  the  Duke  of  Port- 
land's b.  e.  Donovan,  was  worth  nearly 
$80,000  to  the  winner. 

Highest  price  ever  paid  for  a  trotter, 
$125,000,  for  Arion,  bay  colt,  two-year- 
old,  trotting  record  2.10%,  by  Elec- 
tioneer,   dam    Manette,    by    Nutwood; 
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purchased  by  J.  Malcolm  Forbes,  of 
Boston,  from  Leland  Stanford,  Palo 
Alto  Stock  Farm,  California,   1892. 

The  highest  price  ever  paid  for  a 
yearling  in  England  was  $32,000,  for 
Childwick,  by  St.  Simon,  dam  Plaisan- 
terie,  purchased  by  Blundell  Maple  in 
1891.  Mr.  Maple  also  purchased  Com- 
mon, by  Isonomy,  for  $75,000,  the  high- 
est price  ever  paid  for  a  3-year-old 
thoroughbred. 

Horseback  ride  from  Vienna  to  Ber- 
lin, about  400  miles;  won  by  Lieuten- 
ant Graf  Starhemberg,  Seventh  Austro- 
Hungarian  Hussars,  71  hours,  20  min- 
utes (rate  of  about  5  6-10  miles  per 
hour  for  three  days),  Oct.  2  to  5,  1892. 
Horse,  Athos,  died  soon  after  the  fin- 
ish, after  intense  suffering.

000 
for  him  at  the  Haggin  sale  in  New 
York,  June  25,  1888.  The  following 
day  Mr.  Appleby  sold  the  colt  to  Sena- 
tor Hearst,  of  California,  for  $40,000. 
A  chestnut  colt,  by  St.  Blaise— Lady 
Primrose— brought  $30,000  at  the  Nur- 
sery Stud  sale.  New  York,  Oct.  17, 
1891,  Jacob  Ruppert  being  the  pur- 
chaser. 

Twenty-six  thoroughbreds,  including 
19  horses  in  training,  comprising  the 
Ehret  stable,  winners  of  $157,789  in 
stakes  and  purses  in  1892.  and  seven 
yearlings,  also  owned  by  Frank  Ehret, 
sold  at  auction  for  $223,250,  at  New 
York.  Nov.  12,  1892.  giving  an  average 
of  $8587  per  head.  The  seven  yearlings 
brought  $52,500.  and  the  19  horses  in 
training  $170,225.  The  2-year-old  colt 
Don  Alonzo  brought  $30,000,  the  top 
figure. 

Scott  Hudson  broke  all  grand  cir- 
cuit records  by  winning  every  race  on 
the  card  at  Cleveland.  Ohio,  Sept. 
25.  1902.  He  won  the  2.10  class  with 
Alice  Russell:  the  2.06  class  pacing 
with  Audubon  Boy;  the  2.20  class 
with  Chase,  and  the  2.13  class-  pacing 
with  Twinkle.  His  winnings  for  the 
day.  counting  bets,  were  said  to  have 
been  about  $40,000. 

Nine  horses  have  earned  "triple 
honors"  in  England  by  winning  the 
Two  Thousand  Guineas,  the  Derby  and 
the  St.  Leger,  the  same  season.  In 
1900  Diamond  Jubilee,  owned  by  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  won  the  triple  crown.

United  States  vs.  Canada. 
The  thirtieth  annual  game  between 
representative  elevens  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  was  played  on  the 
Manheim  grounds,  Germantown,  Sep- 
tember 12  and  13,  1902,  and  was  won 
by  the  United  States  by  an  innings  and 
1(14  runs,  the  Canadians  scoring  49  and 
134  against  287  for  the  United  States. 
Twelve  of  these  games  have  been  play- 
ed at  Toronto,  nine  at  Philadelphia, 
three  at  Hoboken,  two  at  Ottawa  and 
one  each  at  New  York  city.  Long 
Branch,  Hamilton  and  Haverford.  The 
games  were  started  in  1844,  but  in 
is.",-,.  18S7  and  1889  the  annual  contest 
did  not  take  place.  In  the  30  games 
the  teams  representing  the  United 
States  have  scored  a  total  of  6291 
runs  for  the  loss  of  486  wickets,  while 
the  teams  representing  Canada  have 
made  a  total  of  5837  runs  for  580  wick- 
ets.

and   Foreign    Elevens. 
1897— A   team   of   Philadelphia    cricket- 
ers captained  by  George  S.  Patterson, 


visited  England,  playing  fifteen 
games,  of  which  two  were  won,  nine 
lost,  while  three  of  the  remaining 
four,  which  were  left  unfinished  and 
drawn,  would  doubtless  have  resulted 
in  victories  for  the  visitors  had  they 
been  played  out. 

Later  in  the  season  of  1897  an 
English  Eleven,  captained  by  P.  F. 
Warner,  visited  this  country  and 
played  five  games,  winning  two  and 
losing  one,  while  two  ended  in  draws. 
The  first  game  was  played  at  New 
York  against  an  All-New  York  Elev- 
en, the  Englishmen  winning  445  to 
201—190  and  249  against  78  and  123. 
In  Philadelphia  the  Englishmen  play- 
ed three  matches.  The  first  occurred 
at  Manheim  against  twenty-two  Phil- 
adelphia "colts,"  and  resulted  in  a 
draw— decidedly  in  favor  of  the 
youngsters.  The  "colts"  scored  149 
and  1:40  for  thirteen  wickets,  a  total 
of  389,  against  159  and  134  for  five 
wickets,  a  total  of  293.  The  third 
match,  which  occurred  at  Baltimore, 
was  a  draw  in  favor  of  the  English- 
men, who  scored  252  in  their  first 
inning,  against  147  and  41  for  four 
wickets— a  total  of  188  for  Baltimore. 
Against  an  All-Philadelphia  Eleven, 
at  Elmwood,  the  visitors  were  beaten 
bv  five  wickets,  Philadelphia  scoring 
242  and  194  for  five  wickets,  a  total 
of  436,  against  63  and  372,  a  total 
of  434  for  the  English.  The  Britons 
won  the  last  match  of  the  tour,  play- 
ed at  Haverford  against  practically 
the  same  Philadelphia  Eleven,  by 
seven  wickets,  scoring  322  and  70  for 
three  wickets  (392).  aaainst  132  and 
256  (388)  for  Philadelphia. 

1898— P.  F.  Warner's  team  of  English 
amateurs  won  at  Montreal  by  88  runs 
•  and-  at  Toronto  by  an  inning  and  140 
runs.  In  Philadelphia  the  English- 
men won  the  first  match  played  at 
Wissahickon,  by  8  wickets— 84  and  70 
against  94  and  59;  drew  with  nine- 
teen "Colts"  at  Haverford.  133  and 
30  for  nine  wickets  against  77  and 
159,  and  won  at  Manheim  by  four 
wickets,  scoring  133  and  161  against 
143  and  147.  At  Staten  Island, 
against  an  All-New  York  Eleven,  the 
Englishmen  won  by  an  inning  and 
247  runs;  at  Baltimore,  against  fif- 
teen, they  won  by  nine  wickets,  while 
at  Chicago,  the  match  ended  in  a 
draw  in  favor  of  the  visitors,  295 
against  74  and  83  for  seven  wickets. 

1899— A  team  of  English  amateurs,  cap- 
tained by  the  Indian  Prince,  Kumar 
Shri  Ranjitsinhji,  visited  America 
late  in  September  and  played  five 
games — winning  three,  while  two  end- 
ed in  draws,  one  very  much  in  favor 
of  the  visitors.  The  first  game  was 
with  twenty-two  Philadelphia  colts 
at  Elmwood,  and  was  started  the 
day  after  the  Englishmen  landed.

YACHTS,  STEAMBOATS  AND  LAUNCHES 


Races    for    the    America    Cup. 

The  America  cup  was  offered  as  the 
"One-Hundred  Guinea  Cup"  by  the 
Royal  Yacht  Squadron,  of  Cowes,  for 
competition,  open  to  yachts  of  all  na- 
tions, in  1851.  It  was  won,  over  a 
course  around  the  Isle  of  Wight,  by 
the  keel  schooner  America,  August  22, 
1851.  The  race  was  without  time  al- 
lowance. America  sailing  against  a 
fleet  of  fourteen  yachts,  four  of  which 
were  of  greater  tonnage,  and  one,  the 
three-masted  schooner  Brilliant,  of  302 
tons,  against  her  170.  The  American 
schooner  won  by  eight  minutes,  the 
forty-seven  ton  cutter  Aurora  being 
second,    and   the  fleet  far  behind. 

Twenty-eight  races  have  been  sailed 
in  United  States  waters  in  defense  of 
the  cup,  which  was  offered  on  July  s, 
1857.  as  a  perpetual  challenge  trophy, 
to  be  raced  for  under  the  auspices  of 
the  New  York  Yacht  Club.  On  but 
one  occasion  has  a  challenger  won  a 
single  race,  viz.:  October  19,  1871, 
when  Livonia  beat  the  schooner  yacht 
Columbia,  the  latter  having  been  dis- 
abled. On  October  21  the  Sappho  took 
Columbia's  place  and  successfully  de- 
fended the  cup  against  Livonia. 

Canada    Cup   Yacht    Races. 

The  Canada  cup  took  its  name  from 
the  fact  that  it  was  won  by  the  Can- 
adian yacht  Canada,  which  was  vic- 
torious in  August,  1896,  in  the  Toledo 
races.  The  Royal  Canadian  Yacht 
Club  then  offered  the  Canada  cup  as  a 
perpetual  challenge  cup  for  35-foot 
boats  owned  by  members  of  the  Union 
of  Yacht  Clubs  of  the  Great  Lakes. 
The  next  race  occurred  in  1809.  Gen- 
esee, American,  beating  Reaver,  Cana- 
dian, three  out  of  five  races. 

In  1901  Invader,  Canadian,  beat  Cad- 
illac, American,  three  out  of  four  races. 
Seawanhaha  Challenge  Cup.

The  eight-oared  shell  crew  of  Cornell 
University  competed  for  the  Grand 
Challenge  Cup.  one  mile,  550  yards,  at 
the  Henley  Regatta,  England,  July  9, 
10  and  11.  1895.  The  other  competitors 
were:  Leander  Boat  Club,  Thames 
Rowing  Club,  London  Rowing  Club. 
New  College  (Oxford),  Trinity  Hall 
(Cambridge)  and  Eton  College  Row- 
ing Clubs.  Cornell  won  a  trial  heat  in 
a  row-over,  the  Leander  crew  failing  to 
start  when  the  word  was  given.  In 
the  second  round  Trinity  Hall  beat 
Cornell  by  eight  lengths  in  7.15.  Trin- 
ity Hall  beat  New  College  in  the  final 
heat  by  one-third  of  a  length  in  7  min- 
utes 30  seconds. 

In  1896  the  Yale  University  crew 
competed  at  Henley,  being  beaten  In 
the  first  trial  heat  by  the  Leander 
crew  by  one  and  three-quarters  lengths.

The 
regatta  was  open  to  amateur  oarsmen 
of  the  world,  and  four  crews  readied 
the  final  heat,  the  Vespers  winning  by 
about  three  lengths.    The  course  was  1 
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mile  153  yards  In  length,  and  the  time 
was    6    minutes     7  4-5     seconds. 

1901— The  'Varsity  eight-oared  shell 
crew  of  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, a  three-time  winner  at  the  Ameri- 
can Intercollegiate  regatta,  competed 
for  the  Grand  Challege  Cup  at  the 
Henley  regatta,  July  3  to  5,  inclusive.

Baseball  Championship 


Baseball  was  played  without  much 
regard  to  rule  previous  to  1857.  From 
that  year  to  the  close  of  the  season  of 
1875  the  laws  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion governed.  In  1871  the  first  regu- 
lar championship  schedule  was  played. 
In  1876  the  National  League  was  or- 
ganized, and  in  1881  a  rival  was  born 
in  the  American  Association.  The 
Union  Association  was  organized  in 
1884,  ostensibly  in  opposition  to  the 
working  of  the  reserve  rule  in  the  Na- 
tional League  and  American  Associa- 
tion. It  lasted  but  one  season,  the  St. 
Louis    Club   winning   the   pennant. 

In  the  fall  of  1889  the  Players'  Na- 
tional League  was  organized  as  the 
outcome  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Base- 
ball Players.  It  proved  a  financial  fail- 
ure. The  Boston  Club  won  the  pen- 
nant with  a  percentage  of  .628.  Brook- 
lyn was  second,  and  then  followed 
New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg,  Cleveland  and  Buffalo  in 
the  order  named.  The  gate  receipts 
did  not  pay  salaries,  and  the  capital- 
ists were  obliged  to  go  deep  down  into 
their  pockets  to  satisfy  the  players.  A 
joint  meeting  between  representatives 
of  the  National  League,  Players' 
League  and  American  Association,  at 
the  close  of  the  season  of  1890,  result- 
ed in  a  compromise.  It  was  plain  that 
New  York,  Brooklyn,  Pittsburg  and 
Cleveland  would  not  support  two 
clubs,  and  the  Players'  League  clubs 
of  those  cities  were  consolidated  with 
the  National  League  clubs  by  means 
of  deals  or  purchases,  while  the  Chi- 
cago Players'  club  was  bought  out. 
The  Boston  and  Philadelphia  Players' 
clubs  joined  the  American  Association. 
A  new  national  agreement  between 
the  clubs  of  the  National  League, 
American  Association  and  Western 
Association  was  drawn  up  and  signed, 
only  to  be  broken  a  few  days  later  by 
the  American  Association  because  of 
the  action  of  the  National  Board  in 
awarding  the  services  of  star  Associa- 
tion players  to  League  clubs.  The 
Association  went  through  the  season 
of  1891  on  an  independent  basis.  This 
resulted  in  increasing  salaries  of  ball 
players,  there  being  sharp  competition 
for  the  services  of  the  stars. 

A  twelve-club  organization,  styled 
the  National  League  and  American  As- 
sociation of  Baseball  Clubs,  was  or- 
ganized at  Indianapolis,  Dec.  15,  1891. 
It  included  the  best  baseball  cities  of 
the  country,  and  virtually  marked  the 
burial  of  the  American  Association, 
which  had  been  in  existence  since  1882. 

In  1900  the  National  League  was 
again  reduced  to  eight  clubs,  the  Bal- 
timore, "Washington,  Louisville  and 
Cleveland  franchises  being  purchased 
bj  the  League.  The  Western  League 
changed  its  name  to  American  League, 
and  in  1901  the  American  League  ex- 
panded", locating  teams  at  Philadel- 
phia, Boston,  Baltimore  and  Wash- 
ington in  opposition  to  the  National 
Ltague,    which   claimed  that  territory. 


This    caused    intense    rivalry  for    the 

services    of   the   best   players  and   sal- 
aries went  up.

Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition,  1904 


The  World's  Fair  at  St.  Louis  dur- 
ing the  season  of  1904  will  celebrate 
the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
purchase  of  the  Louisiana  Territory 
from  France.  The  boundaries  of  this 
vast  domain  were,  roughly  speaking, 
the  Mississippi  River  on  the  east,  the 
Rocky  Mountains  on  the  west,  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico  on  the  south,  and  what 
later  became  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
on  the  north.  The  plans  contemplate 
an  exposition  of  considerably  greater 
proportions  than  any  previously  held 
either  in   America   or    Europe. 

The  Exposition  management  had  at 
its  disposal  a  fund  of  $15,000,000  at 
the  beginning  of  work.  Of  this  sum 
$5,000,000  was  raised  by  private  sub- 
scription, $5,00(1.000  by  the  issuance 
of  bonds  by  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
and  $5,000,000  appropriated  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States.  The 
State  of  Missouri  appropriated  $1,- 
ooo, 000.  The  United  States  Govern- 
ment will  expend  on  its  buildings  and 
exhibits  $1,308,000.  This  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Philippine  exhibit,  which 
will   cost  $500,000. 

The  Exposition  grounds  as  now  laid 
out  embrace  1180  acres,  as  against  650 
used  by  the  Columbian  Exposition  at 
Chicago.       The    mammoth    plan    calls 


for  thirteen  large  exhibit  palaces.  The 
dimensions  and  cost  of  buildings  is 
as  follows:  Art  buildings,  836x450  feet, 
Sl.ooo.

The  dedicat'on  will  take  place  on 
April  30,  1903,  in  the  Palace  of  Lib- 
eral Arts,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
grounds. 

The  Exposition  grounds  are  in  the 
form  of  a  parallelogram,  being  a  mile 
wide  and  nearly  two  miles  long.  The 
most  of  the  large  exhibit  buildings  are 
In  the  northeastern  part  of  the 
grounds,  although  the  Agriculture  and 
Horticulture  buildings  are  on  a  high 
elevation   in  the   middle-western  part.

Creseeus  was  bred,  brokeii,  trained 
and  driven  in  all  his  races  by  George 
H.  Ketcham,  of  Toledo.  Ohio,  who 
owns  him.  Creseeus  is  a  chestnut 
stallion,  by  Robert  McGregor,  he  by 
Major  Edsall,  dam  Mabel,  by  Mam- 
brino  Howard.  His  fastest  mile, 
2.02%,  was  trotted  at  Columbus,  Ohio, 
August  2,  1001,  when  he  was  7  years 
old,  and  his  fatest  two  miles,  4.17,  at 
Memphis,  Teun.,  October  31,  1902, 
when  he  was  8  years  old.  Both  were 
sensational  performances.  The  quar- 
ters of  his  record  mile  were  as  fol- 
lows: .29%,  .59%,  I.3014,  2.02%.
